At least one error upon which reissue is based is described as follows: 

I claimed less than I had a right to claim in patent number 6,324,014 
(the '014 patent) and this reissue is being filed to broaden my patent. 
In particular, in the original '014 patent, I did not claim a projection 
lens system having a screen, a pixelized panel, and a projection lens 
with a wide field of view in the direction of the screen, specifically, a 
half field of view of at least 35°, wherein the projection lens has only 
five or six lens elements organized into a first lens unit which has a 
relatively small clear aperture, specifically, a maximum clear 
aperture which is less than 0.7 times the diagonal of the pixelized 
panel, and includes a negative lens element with at least one 
aspherical surface for correction of distortion and a second lens unit 
which provides most of the power of the projection lens and consists of 
first and second lens subunits, with the second lens subunit having at 
least one aspherical surface for correction of spherical aberration. 
Projection lens systems of this type are disclosed in the examples of 
the '014 patent and described in the text of the patent. Independent 
Claim 17 and its dependent Claims 18-31 submitted herewith are 
directed to these embodiments of my invention. 

All errors corrected in this reissue application arose without any deceptive 
intention on the part of the applicant.
